The activity emtinues ****** The Lefante abducticn Case continues 
with reports by Mr. Lefante of at least two more abduction experiences in 
the past four weeks. ****** L.I.O.F.O.N. continues its investigation of his 
case. **** Report from Manhattan indicates a large oval object was seen an 
the night of November 17th at about 10:00 P.M. on a North to South course. 

The location’of the observation was the area of 86th Street between 2nd and 
3rd Avenues. The object was self luminous and had a tail an it. The witness 
who was interviewed . by phone stated that the object visibly aletered its course. 

So much for a possible meteorite explanation. The report has been listed tentatively 
as a unknown. ***** The area of Patdhogue brings in a reported sighting 
of a very small disc shaped object seen above the tree line over seme houses 
near the Washington Avenue area. The date of the reported sighting was November 
16th at 11:00 A- M-. The woman who had the sighting reported that the object 
was about six feet in diameter and was under observation for two minutes. 

The object was just hovering above the trees and went simply straight up and 
out of sight. ***** This ; report has been given a high degree of credability. 
****** Another report comes from the Forge River Estuary in Mastic Reach.The 
date for this one was November 11th at 12:50 A.M. (really the 12th). Two 
witnesses identifying themselves under assumed names reported three objects 
out over Moriches Bay in a "V" formation. The middle object then rose and 
created a inverted "V" formation with the resulting movement of the three 
objects into a circular formation for up to ten minutes over the Bay.

IS LONG ISUND IN A U.F.O. FLAP ?? 





oo nxcnxn 


Since the inception of the tong Island U.F.O. Network an April 22nd, 1988, 
the organization has received and investigated some four hundred D-F.O. reports 
or related phenomena from the Long Island, New York; Metropolitan area. Daring 
this period of time, the overwhelming impression that has been created is 
that there is something going an here an the Island. Something "BIG". 

What has been accumilated in our archives so far indicates that there 
has been a consistent pattern emerging indicative of a period of high activity 
in the Metropolitan Area. If one wants to include New York City In the picture 
along with Nassau and Suffolk Counties, then let’s do that. While we are at 
it let’s throw in Upstate New York, specifically the Hudson Valley Area where 
Phil lmbroqno has reported so much activity throughout the Eighties. 

Now, let’s throw this hypothesis out and see if you the public reading 
this article can agree. With the activity in the Eighties originating in the 
Hudson Valley, {which Imbrogno so thoroughly documented in his hoc* Night 
Seiqe ), there existed in the Metropolitan Area a similar period of high activity. 
There were some occasional sightings in the City, but mast of the activity 
on the Island was centered on its Eastern end. Starting from the East end 
of Nassau County to the Eastern tip of Suffolk County.The activity was very 
heavy during the Eight ies- 

Consider my hypothesis, please ladies and gentlemen. Now lets lock at 
same evidence to bat* up my theory. 

During the Eighties Phil Imbrogno reported 5000 sightings of large Boomerang 
objects in the Hudson Valley. On December 26th 1982, a'woman reports a large 
object above her home in Huntington Station, so large if fills the sky. It 
was so close she could observe metal plates with rivets on the underside of 
the craft.The Spring of 1982 over Moriches Bay a large oval object is reported. 

It is eventually chased by a Air Force C-130. In 1983 and 1984 there are reports 
of objects seen in Jamaica, Queens and Floral Park. Nassau County. On November 
21st, 1985, a large domed disc is reported over Port Washington which txizzes 
Main Street and sails out to Sand’s Point out over the Sound. In 1986, at 
the intersection of Cheshire and Wading River Road in Center Moriches, a man 
has his truck's electrical system rendered inoperable by a dark huge object 
which also knocks out the electric power in the surrounding area. On August 
13th, 1986 at the intersection of Phyllis Drive and Srairise Highway in Patchogue, 
a large cigar shaped object stops traffic along the road. The size is estimated 
to be at least a thousand feet long.On Deoonber 27th, 1987, a lerr-c oval object 
some three hundred feet across zig zags down Sunrise Highway in Lindenhurst 
to Bay Shore’s South Shore Mall at a very low altitude. The witnesses are 
able to pace the slow moving object with their car.In October 1987, Richard 
Stout discovers a mutilated heifer an Woodland Avenue in Manorville,T,.I-« 

In Fdbruaxy of 1988 over a hundred mutilated animals are reported along the 
South Shore of Long in sane five towns. On March 12th, 1988 in Mastic Beach 
an Riviera Drive, a domed disc chases two young bays bo one of the children’s 
home and hovers above it for sane fifteen minutes before departing. In September 
1988,a young women sees a large amber oval object suddenly rise from the Riviera 
Avenue Boat Basin in Mastic Beach. On August 15th, 1988, a strange thunder 
cloud is seen along the East End of Long Island which is reported by witnesses 
to have discharged disc shaped Objects along the way. On Septantoer 28th, 1989 
over Moriches Bay, it is reported that the U.S. Armed Farces brings demm a 
very large bocmerang object inthe Bay’s shallow waters. During 1988, 1989 
and 1990, there are mounting reports of U.F.O. Abductions in the Long Island 
and New York City areas.In 1990, the activity resumes. 

During the period from 1972 to 1979, there was a major nationwide flap(period 
of high activity) in the United States. Fran reports in our files. Long Island 
was no exception to it. Daring the 1980’s, fran all appearances there appears 
bo have been another Nationwide Flap. During this time, there was high activity 
in the North Eastern part of the Country. Long Island iris part of it too and 
is still involved in it. 

Is my theory proven ? Do you agree or disagree ?

HELENA,ARKANSAS: On August 19, 1990 farmer Huron Griffin of Griffon Valley, 
Arkansas awoke to find one of his registered Brown Swiss Oows horribly mutilated 
in a pasture on his farm. The cow had various body parts removed in precise 
cuts. Some of the body parts removed were its right ear,part of her udder, 
anus and genital organs. The ccwr one of five prized Swiss Brawns owned by 
Mr. Griffin had been discovered while Mr. Griffin was grazing other aw of 
his herd. He was in the pasture, when he noticed that the cow was an the ground. 
Approaching the carcass, he noticed the cow was dead and had parts of its 
body (Ait off... 

Helena police Chief William Boyd, Sgt- Larry Summerhill with the Helena Criminal 
Investigation Division and Philips County Deputy Sheriff Rennie White made 
the first official investigation. They were at a lost for an explanation, 
pending post mortem examination reports. Police Chief Boyd did speculate 
that the death occurred sometime the night before. 

Mr. Griffin informed the press that over the last three months he had had 
three of his Brown Swiss Oows disappear without a trace from his field. This 
is the first time one of the Oows had been left behind muttilabed. 

The Police have not ruled out the possibility that a Satanic Cult or other 
ritualistic animal sacrifice practices might be involved.

TAli rJ-ayiAtl,OKlAJ10MA: Ondersheriff Dan Garber of Adair County reported that 
a mother and daughter living cn a farm in Cherokee County reported in early 
August a large hairy creature behind their farm house. The unidentified witnesses 
reported hearing a loud scream from the creature and smelling a horrible odor 
while spotting it near a trash heap behind the "home.. The family dog chased 
the creature back into the woods only to return mcments later with its tail 
between its legs. 

Deputy Joe Weavel reported from his initial investigation that the creature 
had left behind a large set of footprints that dwarfed a man's foot. The witnesses 
stated to the Sheriff's office that they observed the creature near the trash 
heap walking on two legs. The size was ten feet tall and estimated by the 
witnesses to be over four hundred pounds. The Sheriff’s Office believes this 
sighting to be a case of misidentificatian of a bear, since the witnesses 
stated that they saw the creature to have frizzled hair. State Wildlife experts 
agree.

MANITOBA, CANADA: Outside Manitoba in August of this year. Fanner Keith Ryan 
reported finding a flattened circle of wheat in his wheat field. The local 
authorities as of this date are unable to explain the phenomenon which closely 
resetdbles the English wheat and corn circles which have been reported over 
the last several years. According to reports, the wheat in Mr. Ryan's wheat 
field circle was not broken, but gently bent over while continuing to grow. 

Hie local RCMP Inspector called to investigate the report beleives it to have 
been caused by unusual wind torbnlanoe in the area. Mr. Ryan and his family 
reported no unusual disturbances or phenomena the night before the circle 
was discovered.No satisfactory explanation has surfaced to explain the origin 
of the circle in Mr. Ryan's wheat field. 

W ASFnNCTON,D.C. (ASSOCIATED PRESS ): Several large quiet, triangular wing 
shaped aircraft of unknown origin have been spotted in the air near Air Force 
Bases in California and elsewhere in the West reports Aviation Week and Space 
Technology . A different aircraft whose engines produce a loud roar that resembles 
heavy rocket engines also has been spotted, the magazine reported. 

The Air Force d ec line d to confirm or deny that the sightings were of new 
warplanes. The publication's edition in which edition the story was released 
stated that the triangular aircraft are possibly prototypes of the Air Force 
B-2 or Navy A-l 2 aircraft. 

The A12 is a new fighter under development which has not been displayed. 

The B-2 is the "Stealth Bomber", which has been displayed and its shape is 
well known. 

Aviation Wee*: published what appeared to be pictures of the A-12 withopb 
explaining whether they were actual aircraft in flight, artist's conceptions, 
models, or seme thing else. 

The magazine said the triangular craft did not resemble the production 
B-2 with its distinctive sawtooth wing trailing edge. It quoted "well qualified 
observers* as reporting that the aircraft are fairly flat and triai^ular shaped 
with a "rounded nose, rounded wingtips and probably no vertical tail surfaces." 
The observers were not otherwise identified. 

One obserwerin Nevada was quoted as saying the shape of the aircraft was 
"like a manta ray." The magazine said there have been at least 11 sightings 
of the triangular aircraft near Edwards Mr Force Base in California and one 
near Fresno, California. It said there have been other sightings of similar 
aircraft in Central Nevada near ranges operated by the Air Force and the Energy 
Department. 
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It described at least 14 sightings of a loud craft called the pulser from 
the laud pulsating nature of the sound of its engines which vary up and down 
in intensity once or twice a second, plus other reports of the sound often 
at night. It said that the typically pulser aircraft are seen flying a southwest 
to northwest trade near Edwards Air Force Base and the China lake Naval Weapons 
Center.The routing would suggest the aircraft are returning fron test ranges 
or work areas off the Western Coast of the U.S. where airline pilots have 
reported seeing very high speed vehicles at altitudes above 50,000 feet- 

A anpanioD article said research aircraft flying fm Nevada sites include 
both nanned and unnamed hypersonic-capable aircraft designed to perform strategic 
reconnaissance find other, less conventionally defined missions. Some aircraft 
were said to have exotic propulsion and aerodynamic schemes not fully understood 
at this tine. 

Col Joseph Purka, an Air Force public affairs officer, said he could say 
nothing. 


SPECIAL BULLETIN !!! 


We have received infornaticn from a couple who live in the Kings Park 
area of Long Island concerning the Moriches Bay Case. It seems that day, 
Septsnber 28th, 1989, when the incident occurred the wife observed from her 
backyard window two large triangular craft in the sky to the North West in 
formation. The objects were a dark grey texture and were separated by a mile 
distance from each other. One of the objects travelled in a ins tant to form 
up with the other in the sky. The maneuver was ufxissible for any type of 
known aircraft to have performed. 

Die significance of the sighting is very important to our investigation 
of the Moriches Bay Case. It occurred at 5:00 P M. in- the late afternoon 
on a clear day. Hie witnesses are positive it was the date of the Moriches 
Bay Case. If this is so, then it throws new light on the investigation. 

For a long time now, it has been known to L.I.O.F.O.N. that there were 
two objects involved in the incident. The second object was suspected to be 
the Secret Version of the Stealth Bonfeer that is known to exist. 

With this infomtion, it means that both objects were alien and that 
the hypothesis that was developed was inaccurate. This hypothesis was based 
on the ccmputor analysis and information that Bob Oeschiller had done for 
us. 

Bob Oeschiller had informed us that the light;; of the Moriches Bay Craft 
resembled the lighting pattern of the Secret Stealth Bomber. It is known that 
the Moriches Bay object crashed. Hie second object did not, because it was 
in the Quoque-West Hanpban Areas. Witnesses have identified the Moriches Bay 
pictures as resembling the object seen in the Quoque area. Hie scientist told 
us he knew for a fact that the object had been chased through Connecticut 
by a Stealth Aircraft (this is the scientist who was involved in the incident 
and who also was involved in bringing it down). 

It was natural to draw the conclusion that it was the Secret Stealth Bomber, 
since it is known to resemble the Alien Boomerangs. It appears our asscm^iticn 
was wrong. 

With both objects seen along the North Shore of Trig island earlier in 
the day before their flight into Connecticut, it would bolster the assumption 
that they were both alien. It would aian mean that the Air Sea Rescue operation 
in the West Haafiton Area may have been a diversion and also meant to keep 
both objects separated from each other. It would explain a lot concerning 
this case. 

On September 4 th, 1989 in Gardner State Park we have a father and son 
who were jogging around 12:00P.M. that day. They claim to have seen a very 
dark colored boomerang' object on a South Easterly course, silently and slowly 
moving overhead. This is twenty four days before the Moriches Bay Incident.
